Smallpox epidemic at Harris Neck ended.—The following report has 
been received from Passed Assistant Surgeon White: 

8. ATLANTIC QUARANTINE, SURGEON’S OFFICE, 
January 2, 1892. 

Sir: The last smallpox patient, James Rogers, has been this day 
removed to Blackbeard. 

All property at Harris Neck admitting disinfection has been treated 
and is being moved to Blackbeard. The remainder, including the 
temporary hospital, has been, or will be immediately, burned. 

I have the honor to report the epidemic, in my opinion, ended. 


SUPERVISING SURGEON-GENERAL MARINE-HOSPITAL SERVICE.

Sanitary Commission at Constantinople—Report of the United States Com- 
missioner—Cholera in Turkey in Asia. 


Report No. 36. 


Since a fortnight the number of cholera deaths occurring at Damascus 
does not exceed one per day, and very often the official reports do not 
register any. It seemed that the epidemic would soon be over, but new 
places are infected little by little. 

So on the 6th instant cholera made its appearance at Selkia, on the 
south of Beirut, near Sidon. 

In the other provinces the sanitary condition is good; that does not 
mean that itis perfect. Forinstance, at Koniah, in Asia Minor, there is 
an epidemic of typhoid fever. 

In the capital, also, there are a few cases of this latter disease as well 
as of smallpox, which is always present. 

By an imperial decree issued a few weeks ago cocaine and sulfonal 
are not to be used, neither by physicians nor others in the Turkish

I beg leave to forward the new regulations by which the quarantine 
of Camaran will be governed during the year 1892. Every year, before 
the starting of the sanitary physicians for Camaran, the [International 
Sanitary Administration revises the regulations in order to correct the 
imperfections. For instance, the 16th article has been added, which 
provides that ships carrying more than one hundred pilgrims must 
have on board one doctor of medicine and the necessary remedies for 
the use of the pilgrims and the disinfection of the ship. This-article 
has been added because last year several’ Ottoman ships carried more 
‘than one hundred pilgrims, who could not be helped by any means, no 
— being on board, nor were there any remedies. 

holera news continues to be alarming. The epidemic is always 
spreading. It has made, already, its appearance in the surroundings 
of Sidon, on the south of Beirut, and at Zor, on the Euphrates, between 
Aleppo and Bagdad. Nobody can tell if it will stop at these places or 
spread further. 

In Yemen, according to the official reports, the state of affairs is 
awful. Cholera has raged fearfully, and, on account of the revolution 
there, no steps could be taken. By the continual movement of troops, 
cholera spread from «ountry to country more rapidly than it could be 
expected. At Hodeida more than 3,000 cholera deaths occurred, al- 
though only 750 have been officially registered. I have already men- 
tioned in my reports that cholera has been imported there by the troops. 
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_ Though the first cholera attacks occurred in the military hospital of 
Hodeida, the physician could not make the diagnosis of cholera, and 
while they were discussing on the symptoms of the disease, the scourge 


spread in the city.

EousaDOR— Guayaquil— Yellow fever.—The United States vice consul- 
general, under date of December 26, 1891, reports as follows: Week 
ended Decemer 11, 1891, 8 deaths from yellow fever; week ended 
December 15, 1891, 12 deaths from yellow fever ; week ended Decem- 
ber 25, 1891, 24 deaths from yellow fever. 

FRANCE— Marseilles.—Month of December, 1891. Population, 46, - 
919. Total deaths, 1,099, including smallpox, 13; enteric fever, 39; 
scarlet fever, 2; diphtheria and croup, 99; and measles, 10. 
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Nantes.—Month of November, 1891. Population, 127,482. Total 
deaths, 45, including typhus fever, 14; enteric fever, 29; and diph- 
theria, 2. 

GREAT and Wales.—The deaths registered in 28 
great towns of England and Wales during the week ended January 2 
corresponded to an annual rate of 36.4 a thousand of the aggregate 

' population, which is estimated at 9,405,108. The lowest rate was 
recorded in Halifax, viz, 19.4, and the highest in Wolverhampton 
viz, 45.3 a thousand. 

London.—Three thousand three hundred and ninety-nine deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 154; scarlet fever, 14; 
diphtheria, 37; whooping cough, 180; enteric fever, 11; and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 25. The deaths from all causes corresponded to an an- 
nual rate of 42.0 a thousand. Diseases of the respiratory organs caused 
1,317 deaths. In greater London 4,201 deaths were registered, cor- 
responding to an annual rate of 38.9'a thousand of the population. In 
the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included measles, 6; diphtheria, 9; scar- 
let fever, 7; and whooping cough, 30. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended January 2, in the 16 principal town 
districts of Ireland, was 40.9 a thousand of the population. The lowest 
rate was recorded in Sligo, viz, 10.4, and the highest in Lisburn, viz, 
73.1 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 305 deaths were registered, 
including enteric fever, 10; whooping cough, 8; influenza, 10; and 
diphtheria, 1. 

Seotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended January 2 corresponded to an annual rate of 26.0 a thou- 
sand of the population, which is estimated at 1,338,314. The lowest mor- 
tality was recorded in Paisley, viz, 15.6, and the highest in Glasgow, 
viz, 29.3 a thousand. - The aggregate number of deaths registered from 
all causes was 670, including measles, 6; scarlet fever, 9; diphtheria, 
11; whooping cough, 22; fever, 10; and diarrhaa, 11. 

InDIA—Calcutta—Cholera.—Under date of December 16, 1591, the 
United States consul-general reports as follows :

_ dispatches received report no fresh case of cholera. 

n December 20, seven cases and two deaths were reported in the 
village of Davara, in the vilayet of Beirut, and four cases and one death 
at Salihié. On December 21 there were nine cases and two deaths re- 
ported at Davara and six cases at Salihié. 

Cholera still prevails in the districts of Assyr and Hidjé. It has 
completely disappeared at Hodeida. At Sahié one death occurred on 
December 9. 

According to a telegram received from the sanitary physician at
